Now in his third year as head football coach is Reese Bridgman, a Tylertown native, who previously 
served as an assistant ai Southeastern Oklahoma Slate University in DuranL 

During the Four years he served at Southeastern, the “Savages" twice won the Oklahoma 
intercollegiate Conference championship and had one of the top defensive squads in the nation, 
Bridgman's main area of responsibility included coaching linebackers and receivers.

It was a banner year for basketball at East 
Central Community College as the Lady War¬ 
riors and Warriors posted championship cam- 
paigns during 1993-94. 

The Lady Warriors concluded the season 
with a 28-7 record following their successful 
participation in the National Junior College 
Tournament held March 21 -26 in Tyler, Texas. 

In their first-ever appearance in the nation¬ 
als* East Central won the Consolation Champi¬ 
onship after defeating Independence (Kansas) 
71-62 on March 26. By winning the Consola¬ 
tion title* the Lady Warriors also finished sev¬ 
enth in the nation under head coach Sammy 
Pace who was selected Outstanding Women's 
Coach from Region 23. 

East Central advanced to the finals after 
defeating True it-McConnell (Georgia) 85-84 
on Jamal a Odom's winning field goal* and 
Casper (Wyoming) by a 68-58 margin. The 
Lady Warriors earlier fell 78-71 to Central 
Arizona which placed them in the Consolation 
bracket and no chance for a national title. 

The Lady Warriors 1 participation in the 
National Tournament was set up by their 66-62 
upset of Pearl River for the Region 23 champi¬ 
onship, which includes teams from Mississippi 
and Louisiana. 

Bast Central's victory over Pearl River w-as 
especially sweet for Coach Pace w ho went 0-4 
against Polly Kirkland's Lady Wildcats prior 
to the regional matchup. The Lady Warriors 
lost to Pearl River in the finals of the State and 
South Division tournaments and fell twice in 
regular season competition. 

The Warriors, coached by Marty Cooper, 
also had a successful campaign and ended play 
with a 23-5 mark. 

East Central* the defending state champi¬ 


ons* won the South Division Tournament by 
clipping Pearl River 70-67 during finals at the 
week-long com petition held at Southwest Mis¬ 
sissippi Community College in Summit. 

The Warriors advanced to state tournament 
action where they defeated Northwest 103-101 
in the semi-finals and lost to host Northeast 90- 


79 in the finals. East Central later completed 
the season by dropping a70- 68 decision to Gulf 
Coast in first-round play in ihe Region 23 
Tournament, 

Both ECCC teams finished with a com¬ 
bined 51-12 record* best of all state community 
and junior college squads.
